Children became s¢ 
arated from their parents, and frantic 
searchers for friends or relatives 
mingled with the panic-stricken 
audience. It-was more than an hour 
after the theatre had been cleared that 
the police were able definitely to say 
that only. two met, death. 

In the panic clothes were tdrn from 
the backs of their wearers, and the 
police gathered up a great pile of hats. 
coats, shoes, eyeglasses and even 
pocketbooks. A few ritgs ani 
were among the salvage taken to a 
police station for identification. 

At the time the panic started fully 
a hundred persons were waiting in 
the theatre, and as the. doors burat 
open from within these ple were 
eaught in the rush to reach the street. 

Fire Commissioner Johnson arrived 
at the theatre soon after it had been 
cleared. In a statement that there 
were eight hundred similar theatres 
ir, Greater New York where ie 
tions were equally perilous. He said, 
however, that thetheatre owners had 
complied. with onty ordinance gov- 
erning such places. In addition to the 
usual Sunday night throng, the man- 
agement had ‘advertised an sdded 
spectacular attraction, which caused 
an upusual large crowd to gather.

ada; Samuel Cunard, of Nova Scotia,

ey a pia and Empire builder. He. 
with Lord Strathcona, and Sir Wil- 
liam Macdonald, founder «f many ooi- 
leges, make a ‘distinguished trio of 
noted men that any race would be 
ef re to own, 

regard to education, the tact is 
saantine aeed that all the Canadian lead- 
ing universities, with scarcely one ex 
Srptrote and other higher institutious 
of Jearning, have been from the first 
established and controlled by Scote 
men. 

Another reason given for the success 
of the Scotsman in Canada is that hi 
strong individuatity shows iteelf in 
his willingness to colonize and face 
the dangers and novelties of a new 
country. “His success is, based on 
two qualities that go to make up thir 
tra’s in bis character, namely. cour- 
age abd adaptability. The Scotsman 
is not afraid of new conditions, and 
he has the power and patience of ob- 
servation required to fit into new cir. 
cumstances.” 

We have a striking illustration of 
this in the career of Lord Strathcona, 
who at eighteen years of age emigrated 
to Canadu and spent a generation of 
time on‘ the shores of Hudson Lay. 

It was the Hudson Bay Co.. and 
the starting of the Canacian Pacitic 
Railway, which gave many young 
Scotsmen their chance. The present 
head of the Canadian Pacific Railway 
in Western Canadas, Sir William 
Whyte, began business life in the 
office of a Scottish estate, He went to 
Canada at the age of twenty, entered 
the Grand Truck service, and gained 

promotion, thanks to his thor- 
oughness. .He went through every 
rade of railway work, won higher and 
igher positions, until at last he st- 
tain his’ present proud ition. 

One of the Most brilliant financiers 
of Manitoba is ‘Duncan Macarthur, 
who started in the Hudson Bay Co.'s 
finance department, and became the 
manager of the Merchants’ Bank ct 
ja. Another Macarthur, John D., 
a railway contractor, does probubly 
the largeat business in Western Can- 
ada to-day, the extent of which aiay 
be judged from the fact that on one 
of his Grand Trunk Pacific contract: 
lie had to deposit a check of teu p-r 
cent. of the contract, amvunting tw 
about $15,000,000.

BORING A “OUNTAIN, 


The New Montreal Tunnel fs With 
out a Parallel In America. 

Boring the great passenger and 
freight tunnel “through Montreal 
mountain is now proceeding at th- 
rate of a hundred feet a week fron\ 
one hesding back of the mountain 
This tremendous work of engineering 
under the direction of Managing Eu 
gineer 8. P. Brown, has becn progress. 
ing now for several weeks The dis 
tance from tbe entrance behiud the 
mountain to the south terminus at 
Montreal. Harbor is three and a halt 
miles. For nearly three miles of the 
distance’ the new transurban track of 
the Canadian Northern will be under- 
perane: The. passenger terminal will 

at Dorchester street, where already 
another heading: has. been started 
working at 90 feet a week towards 
the mountain, Near the south side 
of the mountain~a ‘shaft has been 
sunk 240 feet; from which in. both di- 
rections new headings will be started 
to meet that {rom the rear and the 
other from’ Dorchester street? Wheo 
these four headings are under way at 
once the progress of the great tunnei 
wil! be at the rate of more than 306 
feet a week. Up to the present about 
1,800 feet of the tunnel has been driv- 
en fom the west portal behind the 
mountain. Dur.ny the early weeks of 
operation much’ trouble was. experl- 
enced from clay. which necessitated 
heavy and slow ¢rib-work. The prob:

INcX 1tAUSTIBLE FISHERIES, 


Canada’s Herring Supply Seems Des- 
tined to Last Forever. 


The great curtsin nets, as well as 
the seines, used by the fishermen whu 
take the. vast quantities of herring 
off the North Atlantic coast, must be 
constructed of the very stoutest ma- 
terials or they would be (aa they sume- 
times are) inevitably smashed by the 
dead weight of the catch. 

If one need evidence of the im. 
mense numbers of these fish, he has 
but to strel] upon the beach of one 
of the coast counties of New Bruus- 
wick after a heavy gale in the spawn- 
sng-time, Then the eggs of the her- 
ring fall through the water and and 
attach themselves in sticky clusters 
to rocks and stone at the bottom, 
Each of these is about a quarter of 
an inch in size, protected by a sort 
vt gelatinous shell. Sometimes these 
are thrown vut by heavy gales and 
lie upon the shore, knee-deep. They 
are gathered up by farmers, who tind 
them excelient manure. 

Yet, despite the, vast quantities of 
apawn thus destioyed by the gales, 
she vhoals of herring are never, it is 
said, appreciably smaller. 1t has been 
saleulaies that one herring will pra. 
duce about thirty thousand eggs each 
eason. 

Thousands of barrels of mature het- 
rings are taken every year; the lob. 
ater fishery alone employs 40,000 ba» 
tels for bait; the cod fishery many 
times that number. ‘immense num- 
bers also go to the making of herring 
ol Only the best fish are barreled for 


Then, too, on the Pacifis coast, the 
fish are numerous, even more 80, some 
aver, than on the Atlantic shores. Io 
one year uwone a Pacific company 
shipped something like 180,000 gallons 
of herring oj! and 200 barrels of choice 
herrings. All this represents many 
thousand’ barrels of pairings: i

TORONTO; Feb. &—Along with his 


prison ‘reform farm’ ‘at Guelph; Hon. 
W. J. Hanna, now intends to instituts 
another advance in’ the system. of 
Penology for’ Ontario. This fact. was 
spparent in a bill introduced: by. him 
in the Legislature yesterday, in which 
he proposes to have indetermnate sen- 
tences in the case of persons commit- 
ted to prisons adopted.” At the present 
time a man when sent to prison must 
serve out-his term or else be pardoned, 
but Mr. Hanna’s new idea calls for in. 
determinate sentences, which means 
that a man sentenced to serve any 
term from three months to two yeara 
less one day is given. his freedom 
when he has ‘‘made good.” 

In another bill-the Provincial Secre- 
tary aims at giving power to a police 
inspector or magistrate to move & Wo- 
man to an industrial refuge from a 
jail, and to limit the age of those 
peonte who may be committed to re 
uges to from 15 to 35 yea-», In case 
of disease or imbecility ‘the “proposed 
legislation makes it necess: for a 
sufferer to have a certificate of health 
before leaving a refuge, whether the 
sentence has expired or not. 

For the prevention of fires in hotels 
and public buildings Mr. Hanna has 
introduced a bill calling for: the erec- 
tion of fire escapes to be of a capacity 
to bear at least 1,000 pounds instead 
of six persons as mentioned in the 
old act. Responsibility is fixed on 
both keeper and licensee. 

The question of woman suffrage will 
be brought before the House next 
week, when William MeDonald,. Lib- 
eral member ,for Centre Bruce, will 
introduce a bill to give widows and 
spinsters, who are roperty owners 
possessing the municipal] franchise, 
the right to vote in ‘arliamentary 
elections. A similar question copped 
up at last year’s session, but Mr. Mc. 
Donald withdrew his bill when he saw 
it would meet a sure defeat. How- 
ever, this year he means to bring 
about a division of the House. 

W. McDonald of Centre Bruce will 
also introduce a bill to stop the sale 
of liquor by the bottle in hotels. At 
the present time the law allows liquor 
under a quart to be sold over @ bar 
in @ jug or bottle. There is likely to 
be a warm debate on this question.

its Rapidity of Motion as Shown In a 
Solar Eclipse. 

Probably the fastest motion that man 
ean perceive witb bis eyes is that of 
the shadow of the moon actoes the 
earth in a solar eclipse. This rate is 
practically that of the moon in its or 
bit, which is about 2,000 miles an hour. 
This tz roughly half a mile a second. 
Now, if a person were to be stationed 
op a mountain whence he could see 
for some miles he could actually watch | 
the approach of the shadow and keep 
his eye on its edge. Of course the 
shade would cover the whole landscape 
for any one person.

in such circumstances it is a terrible; 
and awe Inspiring spectacle. Thus |

entry from Canada ‘into t United 
States of wood pulp and paper made 
from the timber’ of ‘certain Crown 
lands in Quebec, on which that pro- 


vince recently announced it had re-jf 
*moved - export restrictions.

President ‘sustained the decision of 
MacVe: of Treasury 
Departmext, that Quebec's action was 
not sufficient to entitle these products 
to free importation under the only: 
° tive’ clause of the Canadian re-' 
procity agreement, which abolished 
the duty on wood lp and paper 
provided Canada did not restrict 
their exportation in any manner. 
This action forestalls the reported | 
plan of four big paper manufacturers 
of Canada to send a large shipment; 
of paper to this country. | 
Secretary MacVeagh found, alter’ 
an extensive investigation, that Que-‘ 
bec had not actually removed the re-! 
strictions on the exportation of the 
timber grown on the lands involved. 
It developed that the four companies 
leasing the lands would certainly not 
export the wood, but would convert 
t into paper before sending it 
to the United States. Quebec,: it is 
declared, refused to remove the export 
Testrictions from other crown lands 
held by companies which would ex- 
Mtoe peiane the law, the! 
© primary purpose of the law, the' 
Secretary held, and the President 
agrced, was to induce Canada to re-} 
move export restrictions, so that wool 
could be freely imported into this j 
country for manufacture into paper.

HEAT OF THE SUN 


Old Sol Has a Strong Pull at the 
Capitol In. Washington. 


SWAYS THE MAMMOTH DOME. 


On a Hot Day Hie Torrid Rays Will 
Drag the Massive iron Structure 
Way Out of Plumb—Turns the Same 
Trick With Washington Monument. 


Not wany people bave any idea as to 
the enortnous amount of beat that the 
sup sends off into space. The earth 
gets only a very smal! portion of it 
The bead of a pin placed twenty feet 

jaway trom an electric light gets 
in proportion to the ligbt on tbe sur 
rounding walls of a room about what 
the earth gets of the sun‘s light and 
beat radiated into space. Yet that por- 
tion the earth does get ts great enough 
tv catise great structures to more. 

Ip fact, all stone or metal bulldings 
are constantly changing thelr positivos 
under the bot rays of the sun, The 
great dome of the caplto! building at 
Wanshington is the iargest surface of 
enst fron in the world, and the effect of 

| the continuous beat of a hot summer 
} day cap best be appreciated, says Hur. 
! pers Weekly, when ft is known that 
this mammoth mass really sways back 
and forth noder the scorching rays un- 
til the top fenther tn the cap of the 
statue of Freedom describes ap ellipse 
the diameter of which on a bot day 
varies from four to eight inches. 

‘The giant plinth base of the dome, 
resting on the roof of the old sand- 
stone building, measdres 136 feet on a 
side. Tbe greatest diameter of the 
round dome is 125 feet, while the 
whole fron structure ts 218 feet high 
from the old capitol’s roof to the base 

Freedom on the apex. The cast trot 
covering this surface ts made in thin 
sbrets, ofering a good conductor for 
the heat, which swells even the bolts 
and beams of the inside before the sun 
bas made Its circuit 

The sonthern side of the dome suf- 
! fers most trom the beat, being expoe- 
ed longer to the sun, which passes 
sonth of the zenith while un its jour- 
Oey from the east to the west, If the 
Metal were exposed to a ot 
beating the result of the continuation 
of such expansion a2s that received on 
very bot days might prove disastrous, 
but as It is little if any permanent to- 
jory is done, since the fron returns 
tegularly to its normal position as the 
edol night comes on, 5 

But what seems more remarkable ts 
the fact that marble is alno changed In 
volume so perceptibly by the sanlight 
that the mammoth shaft of the Wash- 
ington monument sways back and 
forth in the sup on a hot day. The 
outer surface being of hard marble the 
expansion is much greater than it 
would be bad granite instead of mar- 
ble been ased. On a bot summer day 
the sharp aluminium apex that crowns 
the obelisk points to a position st least 
four inches oorth of normal, but al- 
rays retaros to its proper position in 
the cool of the night 

From the extreme top of the monn- 
ment inside a tong pipe line runs per 
pendiculariy to the bottom, beading to 
2 small closet behind the elevator 
This contains a long pendulum, whose 
bob hangs in a vessel of mercury, 
which prevents. {ts osciliation. Two 
stationary transits with highly mag- 
nifying lenses are focuased directly 
upon the suspended wire, and thfongh 
these each quiver of the monument is 
Getected, being magnified on a fine 
scale graduated to thousandths of an 
toch. *, 

Every morning at 10 o'clock a state 
ment of this plumimet,tine is taken 
and reported ‘to the war department.

To all parts of the republic Madero 
telegraphed reassuring news which he 
and his Cabinet seemed to believe. |

Manders were assured of the "foyalty 
of the army and that tranquility had 
been restored. ‘ 

The army rose in revolt in Mexico 
City yesterday, took possession of the 
pubiic buildings, shot down Federal 
adherents in the streets, released Gen. | 
Felix Diaz, the leader of the Vera |} 
Crux revolt from prison and falling 
into line, under his banner, practical- 
ly captured the Mexican capital. 

Francisco Madero, President of the 
republic, and the members of his Cab- | 
inet, took refuge in the National Pal- | 
ace, where they were besieged, but, 
with some loyal troopa at their back. | 
succeeded in defending the palace { 
from the assaults of the revolutionists. 

Madero’s family has’ taken retuse | 
in the Japanese legation, and last; 
ight the President was making a 

t, desperate in its efforts against 
what appcars to be enormous odds for } 
retention of his power. 

Gen. Diaz, who is the nephew of: 
the deposed President, Porfirio Diaz, 
is now at the head of a majority of 
the capital troops, including most’ of , 
the artillery, and is in possession of 
the arsenal in the city and the power 
works nearby. 

lero is relying on the loyalty ot 
Gen. Blanquet, who has been sum- 
moned from Toluca, forty miles dis- 
tance, but Banquet has only a thou- 
sand men under his command, and the 
rebels are confident of defeating him. 
should he refuse to join in the move. 
ment of revolt. 

The day was marked by four 
separate engagements, the most san- 
guinary of which took place in front 
of the National Palace. but the most 
important was that which terminated 
in the formal surrender of the troops 
in the artillery barracks, 

It is believed that not less than 200 
Persons were killed in the fighting. 
Among the number was Gen. Bernardo 
Reyes, a strong adherent of Porfirio 
Diaz and an ex-Secretary of ‘War, 

The mutinons troops were led by 
the students of the military school at 
Flaalpam, a suburb. They marched 
to the prison to which Gen. Felix Diaz 
had been transferred for safekeeping, 
and rekased him. Gen. Bernardo 
Reyes was also freed from Santiazo 
military prison, there being no resist- 
ance in either quarter. 

To the army of the mutincers quick- | 
ly came portions of the first cavalry, 

enty-Fourth cavalry, and Twentieth | 
infantry. Gen. Manuel Mondragon,. 
retired, was in command, but gave 
way to Generals Diaz and Reyes. 

At the first call to arms President 
Madero took command of a force of 
spproximately 1,000, consisting of 
mounted police, Chalpultepec cadets 
and a small detachment of volunteers. 
He appeared at the head of this force 
a mile from the National Palace, rid- 
ing a big horse. By -his side 
rode Gen. Huerta, hero of the cam-, 
paign against Orozco, and one of the, 
Pat nerals whom the public gen- 
eral fA ew suspected of being disloyal. 

The revolt in its unexpectedness, 
was such as to stupify the args 
the lower elements apparently not 
knowing for whom to cheer. This is 

pularly-given as the reason for the 

of pillaging and looting. 

' The attack on the National Palace 
found the Government not allogether 
unprepared, In the interim between 

release of Gen. Diaz -and. Gen. 
Reyes from prison, Gustavo Madero, 
brother of the. President, and Gover- 
nor Garza of the federal district, 
learned of the plans of the rebels. Th 
Minister of War and Gen. Villar made 
hasty preparations to guard the pal- 
ace against attack. Riding at the head 
of their troops, Generals Diaz and 
‘Reyes approached from the east into 
Zocalo; the big square in front-of the 
palace. 

Gen. Reyes appeared for the first 
time in many months in the uniform 
of a general, but Diaz was clothed in 
the ordinary blue black suit-and soft 
gtay hat of a citizen. 4 

Gen. Gregorio Ruis, a retired officer; 
two captains and ‘three lieutenants 
were executed in thie patio of the 
National Palace. It is reported that 
this was by order of the Government, 
but another story is that they were 
killed: by a detachment of their own 
men because they opposed joining the 
revolt..

e whole scientific world. 

Early in the day word was received 
in London thet the exploration ship 
Terra Nova had reached civilization 
with the story of the death of the dar- 
ing scientist and an unknown num- 
ber of his comrades. As the day pass- 
ed further despatches supplemented: 
the story. The various news agencies 
following their custom in regard to 
polar stories have carefully copyright- 
ed their despatches, but the following 
authentic facts may be gleaned from 
the mass of rumor and conjecture. 

The British explorer with four men, 
Dr. E. A. Wilson, chief of the scienti- 
fic staff; Lieut. H. R.+ Bowers, of the 
Royal Indian Marine; Capt. L. E. G. 
Oates, of the 6th Enniskillen Dra- 
goons, and Seaman Edgar Evans, pet- 
ty officer, reached the pole on Jan. 18, 
1912, found Amundsen’s tent and re- 
cords, and, after taking observations, 
began their return journey. On Feb. 
17, when the party reached ‘Beard- 
more Glacier, Seaman Evans died 
from exposure and concussion of the 
brain. Capt. Oates died from expos- 
ure on March 17. Twelve days later, 
when the three remaining men, Capt. 
Scott, Dr. Wilson and Lieut. Bowers, 
were about 150 miles from the main 
winter camp, where they would have 
been safe, ge! were overcome by ex- 
posure in a blizzard and perished. 

In the meantime those who were left 
at the depot at Cape Evans, that 
formed a link with the outer world, 
wer? haying a hard time. Garrard 
and Demetri were sent in the direction 
of the pole to render assistance, buf 
alter reaching One Ton Depot, abou. 
144 miles south of Cape Evans, they 
had to return.because the dogs were’ 
giving out. They could not get back 
to the main depot, but stopped at Hut 
Point. 

In October, 1912, three parties leit 
to search for those who were making 
the dash. The party’ commanded “by 
Wright, a Canadian, finally sighted 
Scott's tent. Inside were the bodies 
of Capt. ‘Scott, Dr. Wilson and Lieut. 
Bowera. Among their kit were the re- 
cords of the dash: to the pole. The 
notes told of the successful trip and 
the ill-fated return. First t» go was 
Evans, then Oates, then the three 
leaders. . 

Ostes died like an English’ soldier 
and a gentleman. He had suffered m- 
tense agony from frozen limbs and 
finally one morning he walked out of 
the tent into the waste never to be 
seen again. 

The blizzard which proved the un- 
doing of the other three Issted nine 
days and their food gave out. They 

rished only eleven miles from One 

‘on Camp, where there was a big sup 
ply of provisions and fuel. 

cott’s last ‘words in his diary wer 
an appeal to the British public to desi 
generously with the families of his 
dead comrades. The expedition, h+ 
said, had been carefully organized. 
but the unavoidable risks had all 
turned out badly. 

Surgéon Atkinson and his party 

athered the records and effects of 
the dead men, read the burial service 
over, their bodies and erected a cairn 
and cross to their memory over the 
inner tent in which they buried them. 

The record of the finding of their 
bodies was left attached to the cross. 
The party. then searched for twenty 
miles south, endeavoring to discover 
the body of Capt. Oates. It was never 
found, but another cairn and record 
were left in the vicinity to his me- 
mory.

It was Scott’s own 
ship: the Terra Nova, that discovered 
Amundsen on the Fram coasting the 
great ice barrier near McMurdo Sound, 
and Amundsen then made no attempt 
to disguise the purpose of his visit, 
When the news reached England there 
was some criticism of the Norwegian, 
but it does not appear that he took 
any unfair advantage of his rival. 

Capt. Scott was born in Outlands, 
Devonport, England, June 6, 1868, and 
entered the navy in 1882. He was tor: 
redo lieutenant of the Majestic, flag- 
ship of the Channel squadron in 1898. 
{c99, was made commander in 1900, 
and captain in 1904. He commanded 
the British Antarctic expedition in 
1900-04. 

His achievements in the Antarctic 
won him medals from the Royal Geo- 
graphical Society, Royal Scottish Geo- 
sraphical Society .an American, Swe- 
dea, Danish and Antwerp Geographi- 
cal Societies, 

Capt. Scott's first Antarctic expedi- 
tion sailed on the ship Discoverer in 
1901. He established winter quarters 
in the ice barrier and led @ sledge 
expedition to 82 degrees, 17 minutes, 
the most southerly point reached u 
to that time. He was brought back 
by a relief expedition on the steam- 
ship Morning, in January, 1903.

and fishing ibilities. Fish: 
are plentiful in all the north rivers 
and lakes, but one must needs travel 
matty miles from Cochrane before 
trout streams are reached. Eastward 
the first trout waters are at Cedar 
Oreek, thirty miles beyond Harricans. 
Westward no trout are found until 
one reaches Leonard’s Lake, several 
miles beyond Hearst. From there on- 
ward all the rivers and lakes are 
well stocked, and good sport is assur- 
ed anyone who makes the journey 
there. For the rest there are white. 
fish, pike and pickerel in the other 
ee =~ abe ocd ipal di 

‘cose are ncipal big game, 
found in the north country, as might 
be expected. The operations of the 
trailroad-builders have driven - them 
away from the immediate vicinity of 
the railway, but hunters following 
along rivers are eure to encoun- 
ter plenty of them. At any rate the 
Indians seem to have no difficulty in 
procuring as much moose meat as 


need. 

As to what will be the future of 
the new country one cin only specu- 
late.

Eggs Found In.‘ Cockroaches will 
Cause Terrible Disease.

OTTAW *. Feb, 21.—The Senate yes- 
terday coticerned itself: chiefly with 
ghestoes of divorce, 1¢ was handled 
tom both the practical and theoreti- 
cal sides. 

Senator Cloran moved the second 
teadiug of a bill providing that, where 
divorce is granted in Canada, the per- 
son who had been found to have of- 
fended and against whom divorce was 
granted should be forbidden to marty 
again under penalty of prosecution 
for bigamy. 

In support of the bill he declared it 
was a danzer to society to allow 
those adjudged guilty of criminal of- 
fence to marry again. He condemned 
divorce as an evil, and said it was a 
frowine evil. He would go further 
than the bill and would send to jail 
the guilty party to a divorce.”

Promptu monologues’ while Montor 
sold medicine guaranteed to cure 
every known disease. This is said to 
have been analyzed and found to bave 
beén Seine water, seasoned with a few 
drops of nitre. 

In the 18th century the type of Ta- 
barin was replaced by richly 
tmountebanks who were licensed by 
the authorities. Some carried trained 
animals to attract the crowd; others 
depended on their own efforts. There 
were clowns, tight-rope | walkera. 
dancers and marvelous mysteries of 
all kinds—such as a globe of water 
with a lighted candie inside. An in- 
genious. mechanical _novelty was a 
musket which a spectator might cock 
and Isy upon a table, It would snap 
its trigger at any moment previously 
decided upon, and was almost as pop- 
ular as the thought-reading auto- 
maton. Another automaton was in 
the form of a woman with a dove on 
her head. Given a coin, she would 
raise a glass to the bird’s beak, which 
emitted red or white wine ag the ous- 
tomer. desired. 
chanjcal grocer who stood behind his 
counter and handed out‘ what one 
wished to purchase, Many other me- 
chanical toys and mysterious tricks, 
kept the early Parisian well amused. 

‘or serious-minded, there were 
psalm singers, who ‘exhibited sacred 
Pictures and sold ‘copies of 
pious ballads. Other vocalists dealt 
with feasts, weddings, festivals and 
other secular themés—and ‘all gath- 
ered lucre, Some exhibited crude 
drawings .and sang as crude verses.

“Since the arrangement was madc 
Manitoba has received an increased 
tubsidy,” said Mr. Rowell. “No cor- 
encoding adjustment was made with 
Ontario. I do not contend that Mani- 
toba should not receive an increased 
allowance, but I do contend that On: 
tario should have equality of treat- 
ment, The Ontario Government ha 
not put forth ita claim at Ottawa, 
and is therefore not doing its duty tu 
the people. The Maritime Provinces 
ore alive to the fact that a change 
had been made, and is seeking to pro- 
tect their people. At the present time 
Jutario receives a subsidy of about 
$147,000, and if the subsidy were in 
creased in line with Manitoba it would 
mean an additional allowance ol 
$400,000 or $500,000. 

Hon. I. 8. Lucas, acting Provincial 
Treasurer, in’ reply, stated that Mr. 
Rowell should be the last-man to talk 
about the Government securing in- 
creased revenue, particularly after 
the activities iatoug this hoe by the 
late Ross administration. For the 
first twenty: years of the late Libera! 
Goverument's reign the gross revenue 
was $700,0W, aud for the last teu years 
this was increased to $1,000,000. [1 
those dz3s whenever the Government 
wanted to increase its income a tim- 
ber limit was sold.

FRIEDMANN ARRIVES, 


Seer ee a 
He Is Prepared to Prove Efficacy of 
% His Remedy. . 

NEW" YORK, Feb. 26.—The United 
States Government took official recoz- 
nition of the claim of Dr. Frederick 
F. Friedmann to the discovery of a 
cure for tuberculosis, when by the 
order of the surgcon-general, a Bhsl: 
cian of the U. S. Marine Hospital 
service, Dr. Milton J. Foster, was seri 
to meet the younz German physician 
on his arrival here yesterday aboard 
the steamship Kronprinzessin Cec‘liv. 

At the request of the Government 
surgeon, Dr. Friedmann, after hall an 
hour’s conference aboard the steam- 
ship on the trip up {rap quarantine, 
consented to turn over a quantity of 
his bacilli to be tested 1 the Gov- 
ernment and to demonstrate the effi- 
cacy of his cure before physicians 
of the hospital service. He agreed 
to meet a laboratory expe of the 
Government in this city Thursday to 
arrange for the demonstration which 
will be tried on tubercalosis patients, 

Dr. Friedmann, who comes to this 
country at the invitation of Chas. E. 
Finlay, a New York banker, -who 
hopes the physician will be able to 
cure his son-in-law of the. disease, 
declared last night that his remedy 
was not a secret and that he purposed 
to make known ‘“‘to all the world” 
the method by «hich it was created 
and the manner in which jt was ad- 
ministered. It consisted of ‘bacilli 
taken from a turtle, into which tuber. 
cular bacilli from a human being had 
been injected, he explained, 

“I have been working on the cure 
for the last: fourteen years and dur- 
ing the last two and a half yeara I 
have treated from. 2,000 to 3,000 pa- 
tents,” he asserted.
